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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I in the reply filed on December 1 9, 
2007 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 , 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , lines 5 and 6, along with the corresponding sections in claims 5 and 7, 
it is unclear as to what the ratio of the total area of the lower base is to the 
circumferential surface is. From page 5, last paragraph of the specification it appears 
that this means the surface area of the openings 1 1 2 is 0.3-0.9 of the total surface area 
of the flat part of the sheet 1 14 as shown in figure 2c. Clarification and/or correction is 
kindly requested. The applicant may want to include the language as in the specification 
in the claim so that it is clear as to what this ratio pertains to. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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5. Claims 1 , 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by JP 
2000-326430 cited by the applicant and cited in the international search report. 

JP 430 discloses a hollow plate structure wherein two dimpled panels, 
comprising truncated cone shaped protrusions, face one another as recited wherein the 
ratio as recited would be met since it is unclear as to what this ratio actually is (see 35 
USC 112 rejection above). See figure 2b, 3a and 4a. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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8. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

9. Claims 1 , 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Clark (6004652). 

Clark discloses a panel wherein two dimpled panels are fused to one another 
with the dimples facing against one another. See figures 13a and 13b along with column 
8, lines 23-44. The dimpled protrusions 61 appear truncated cone in shape. Clark does 
fail to specifically disclose the ratio of the area of the openings (i.e. lower base) to the 
circumferential surface area (i.e. area of the flat face of the sheet) along with the rising 
angle of the cone face being 50-70 degrees. Clark is silent as thereto. However, Clark 
does disclose the dimples can have varying sizes, geometries, heights, profiles, 
dimensions, spacings, densities and or arrangements in order to provide the panel with 
what ever properties are required for a particular application. See column 4, lines 4-7 
and 51-53. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to Clark to form dimples meeting the ratio and/or face 
angle motivated by the fact Clark discloses the dimples can be of varying sizes, 
geometries, heights, profiles, dimensions, spacings, densities and or arrangements in 
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order to provide the panel with what ever properties are required for a particular 
application. This change in spacing and/or size would allow one to meet the limitations 
set forth in the instant claims since Clark discloses varying sizes, geometries, heights, 
profiles, dimensions, spacings, densities and or arrangements in order to provide the 
panel with what ever properties are required for a particular application.
